K ardelj's proposals for th e con­ 
stitution of the T rieste area p ara- 
lelled dem ands m ade S aturday by 
Soviet Foreign M inister 
Molotov, 
and then exceeded them in proving 
closer economic and political ties 
w ith Yugoslavia. 
U nder 
K ardelj's 
proposals 
the 
T rieste assem bly would exercise all 
authority, w ith the U nited N ations 
Security Council 
restricted to 
a 
vague sort of supervision. 
All m ilitary governm ent, and w ith 
it all allied troops, would be re ­ 
quired to evacuate Trieste one m onth 
afte r th e treaty cam e in to force. 
A Big Four com mission would gov­ 
ern the area pending the election of 
the first assembly, and would a p ­ 
point a provisional council and a 
provisional consultative assembly.

T rieste c iti­

ta n ts but also for all residents as 
of October.

T herefore we m ust 
do our level best to see th a t cull 
fruit does not en ter our plant, It 
m ust be rigorously inspected, picked 
out and discarded. 
If we do 
not 
use it we cannot afford to pay for it. 
“U nder norm al operations it is im ­ 
possible to sort out all such fru it if 
too m uch defective grade is present 
and it will be necessary’ to strictly 
enforce th e IO per cent lim it on 
worms and ro t in each load. 
Expect 300,000 Bushels

New Grass Worth a Lawn Test 
Home owners who are interested 
in obtaining the beautiful, verdant 
lawn about which they often plan 
but which they rarely find should 
keep an eager eye on the somewhat 
new (ran i—m anilla grass. Of course, 
it is not a new grass in the sense 
it. has been recently developed. In 
fact, it is a member of a very old 
tropical family 
and 
its 
newness 
arises from its present ability to 
withstand northern winters despite 
is tropical nativity. I t is now doing 
quite w’ell as far north as Con­ 
necticut. 
Six outstanding m erits are a ttri­ 
buted to Manilla grass for lawn and

There are three species of this 
genus now used in lawrn and other 
carpeting roles—one known as K or­ 
ean lawn grass, M ascarene grass, 
and Manilla grass. These are listed 
correctly in order as Koysia japon­ 
ica, K. tenufolia, and K. Matrclla. 
Only the last two perm it trials in 
this latitude with any promises of 
success. And as already indicated. 
M anilla grass (K. M atrclla > is de­ 
m onstrating its superiority over the 
other species. 
Propagation Is done only by pieces 
of sod—blocks 
to 2 indies square 
set 6 to 8 inches ap art each way. 
W ith proper soil preparation, fer­ 
tilization and general care, such a 
planting 
will form a continuous 
sod the first year. 
In tropical regions planting is 
done just belore tile rainy season 
arrives. Comparatively th is indi­ 
ana cates early September, or in fact, 
any time in early autum n, as a 
favorable time to make test plant­ 
ings here. 
| 
Several cultural suggestions m ust 
be mentioned briefly, all, of course, 
offered in an experim ental mood. 
Manilla grass will not thrive on 
an alkaline soil. It prefers a soil 
reaction somewhere between a pH 
5.0 and pH 6.0 for best results. In 
practical term s this is .slightly on 
the acid side. 
Good drainage is essential. It is 
advisable to work a fine seed bed 
by adding a t least 6 to 8 inches of 
a clay loam. Through the top 2 or 
three inches some well rotted leaves 
or well decomposed barnyard m a­ 
nure (finely pulverized) should be 
added. A 10-10-5 fertilizer should 
be worked into the top soil at the 
rate of 4 pounds to IOO square feet.

adequate to meet the stolons’ mois­ 
ture requirem ents, watering should 
be practiced religiously. Excessive 
dryness, even for a few hours, may 
ruin M anilla grass plantings until 
they are well established. 
Perhaps the greatest objection to 
this grass is the difficulty in mow­ 
ing. Yet this actually speaks of its 
merits, for the turf becomes so 
dense th a t it can be cut when only 
high enough tor the blades to reach 
the mower cutter-bar. 
Readers interested in obtaining 
planting sod should endeavor to

Blue Phlox Recommended 
One of the most satisfactory peren­ 
nials to plant with bulbs is the blue 
phlox 
(Phlox divarirata). It is a 
native of North America and one of 
the few 
winnow ers 
whose true 
value is recognized by gardeners. It 
forms a m at of dark green foliage 
with flower stems rising nine inches 
to a foot high. The typical phlox 
florets are carried in clusters and 
are of a pale violet blue color. The 
color varies somewhat, and occa­ 
sionally one may see a plant w ith 
alm ost w hite flowers. A clear blue 
strain, Phlox divarleata lapham l, is 
sold by nurserymen. 
Tlfls plant makes itself at home 
in sun or shade, increasing rapidly 
so th a t one may add to one’s stock 
every year or so by division. Each 
clump may be easily pulled apart 
into a num ber of strong divisions. 
This should preferably be done in 
early fall, and if the divisions are 
planted in rich soil they will bloom 
profusely the following spring. 
The blue phlox is in full bloom a t 
tulip time. Its soft color serves to 
tie tegether clashing colors and for 
this reason it is very useful in beds 
where groups of tulips of different 
bright colors are used. It is particu­ 
larly pleasing, however, with pink 
and yellow’.

family, Phlox subulata. commonly 
called the moss pink, blooms early 
with the bulbs. It usually blooms 
with the daffodils, hyacinths, and 
early tulips, and continua? for some 
wrecks w’hen the later Darwin and 
cottage tulips are in bloom. W hen 
in full bloom the plants are a sheet 
of color—white, 
pink,

Retail Great Past 
With Pennsylvanians marking this 
week as one in which to recall its
